The last section makes a present ap- 
propriation of ?10,000,000 to carry, on 
this work, and authorizes the secre- 
tary of war to enter into proper con- 
tracts for material and work as may 
be deemed necessary therefor, such. 
irork and material to be paid for as 
appropriations may be made from 
time to time. The section'fixes the 
aggregate cost at $180,000.000. to be 
drawn from the treasury on warrants 
of the president.

committee, lo appoint two subcommit- 
tees of fire members oach to 
inquiry concerning alleged combina- 
tions between the railroads to control 
railroad' charges on the isthmus of 
Panama. Senator j.Iorgan expressed 
the opinion that it would be necessary 
for a subcommittee to visit New York, j 
and as he felt that expedition was 
necessary, he asked for a committee 
for that purpose as well as for one to 
sit in this city.

in the rostrum of the uld hail of rep- 
resentatives of the Kentucky capirol, 
\vbeie nearly 30 >cars ago he be- 
gan his puV-ic career. Hon. .la'iies 
B. McCreary of 
Madis-on county ac- 


cepted the nomination ot the Demc- 
cratic party t-j succeed William J. De- 
boe in the senate of the United States. 
He received tbe nomination by a vote 
of 02 to 37 over Circuit Judge James 
E. Cantrill or Scott county, nearly 
two-thirus of Democratic 
members. 


He will be elected by tbs general as- 
sembly, in joint session, on Tuesday 
of next week, ever Senator Deboe, 
who was indorsed by his party for re- 
election. The Democratic caucus was 
harmonious throughout. :he only sur- 
prise being mat sprung several hours 
before it convened by tt,c withdrawal 
of Congressman Charles K. Wheeler 
and David K. Smith, who have 'been 
in the contest for the pact year. They 
withdrew only when it became appar- 
ent that McCreary would be nominat- 
ed, and Judge Cantull remained in 
the race only to receive a compliment- 
ary vote. 


For 40 years James McCreary has 


been prominent in Kentucky's history. 
He first, cams into notice in 1862. when 
he assisted in raising the Eleventh 
cavalry regiment for the Kentucky 
service. Confederate army. In this 
regiment he was subsequently made 
lieutenant colonel, a lank lie held at 
the close of the war. He served with 
distinction in the army of the Ten- 
nessee under Generals Morgan and 
Bragg, and under Breekenridge iu Vir- 
ginia, and surrendered with his regi- 
ment at Appomattox. He entered pol- 
itics in 1S66. being chosen to represent 
Madison county in the Kentucky legis- 
lature.

He will be elected by tiis general as- 
sembly, in joint session, on Tuesday 
of next week, over Senator Deboe, 
who was indorsed by his party for re- 
election. The Democratic caucus was 
harmonious throughout, lhe only sur- 
prise being that sprung several hours 
before it convened by the withdrawal 
of Congressman Charles K.__Wheeler 
and David K. Smith, who have 'been 
in the contest, for the pact year. They 
withdrew.only when it became appar- 
ent that McCreary would be nominat- 
ed, and Judge Cantrill remained in 
the race only to receive a compliment- 
ary vote. 


For 40 years James McCreary has 


been piominent in Kentucky's history. 
He first cams into notice in 1862, when 
he assisted in raising lhe Eleventh 
cavalry regiment for tlie Kentucky 
service, Confederate army. In this 
regiment he was subsequently made 
lieutenant colonel, a lank he held at 
the close of the war. He served with 
distinction, in the arm;" of the Ten- 
nessee under Generals Morgan and 
Bragg, and under Breckenridge in Vir- 
ginia, and surrendered with his regi- 
ment at Appoinattox. He entered pol- 
itics in 1S6G. being clica^n to represent 
Madison county in the Kentucky legis- 
lature.

In 
plowing liny-live furrows are lurncd 
over ut one time, covering a breadth of 
forty feet. Eight horses are needed to 
Keep tbe Ld.iehiue supplied with water 
and fuel. 
The best record made so 


tar in plowinsr is seventy-live acres in 
four hours and forty-five minutes. The 
field was five miles around, giving the 
great engine a straightaway course,, 
with few turns, in making the record. 
In operating this plow to the best ad- 
vantage a water station is maintained 
at one corner of the Held, from which 
the engine is supplied as needed. The 
average capacity of the machine is the 
plowing of 110 acres per day. 


The use of this, machine is not an ex- 


periment. Last yeur 0,000 acres were 
harvested Ijy it. On a ranch of 1,000 
acres it is an economic investment, but 
a smaller acreage would not warrant 
the outlay. Last season a combined 
harvester was drawn by the engine 
and averaged over 1,001) acres of wheat 
in a day, cutting, thrashing and sack- 
ing the crop. One of these great field 
engines is at work this season near 
Covina, displacing seventy mules.

President Koosevclt, accompanied by 


his son Theodore, outstripped the se- 
cret service ofiicer. who was detailed to 
follow him the other afternoon in 
Washington, sujs the Xew York Trib- 
une. 
Leaving the White House about 4 


o'clock, they valted across country to 
Cabin John Bridge, a celebrated resort 
m Montgomery county. Md., about sev- 
en miles northwest of AVashington and 
only a short distance from the Poto- 
mac river. For the greater part of the 
walk the detective, who was ordered 
by the president not to shadow him, 
kept pace with the chief magistrate 
and his sou. 


On the way back to the White House, 


at a place near the Chain bridge, 
which connects the banks of the Poto- 
mac about three or four miles from 
Georgetown, the secret service man 
became exhausted. Hero he was forc- 
ed to remain several minutes to rest 
and get his breath. In the meantime 
the president and his son proceeded to 
the White House. It was an hour or 
more after dark when they arrived.

KINETOSCOPE'S NEW USE. 


Its Pictures W,iU Be Used In Scien- 


tific Experiments. 


A kinetoscope of the latest pattern 


has been purchased, by the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in Bos- 
ton for the use of its classes and in- 
structors. The first use to which it 
will be put will be in illustrating the 
movement and character of air waves. 
The air about us is full of unnoticed 
sound waves, produced not by sounds, 
but by the various motions that make 
sounds. From certain positions these 
•waves can be photographed, and a 
given wave, by means of the kineto- 
scope, can be reproduced uot oniy 
greatly magnified, but so as to show it 
in progress from one point to another. 
The great value of this moving picture 
of course lies particularly in the fact 
that the speed at which the wave 
moves can be regulated by the mech- 
anism of the kinetoscope—that is, al- 
though the speed of sound waves is 
about 1,120 feet a second, by means of 
the kinetoscope a. \vave can be made

A Cloie Screen of Wlllowi and Wire' 


Will Be Tuetl Over One Tboncand 
Acre* to Protect tbe Clfrim Growth 
Prom the Sun—Artificial Heat Far 
Cold Day*. 


Work hns begun in the Salt river 


valley on a gigantic scheme for grow- 
ing fruit indoors, writes tbe special 
correspondent of the New York Post 
from Pheiiiac, Ariz. The project in- 
volves the roofing of more than 1,000 
acres of orange, lemon and pomelo 
trees. 


It may seem strange to persons who 


lounv this pnrt of Arizona that protec- 
tion should be necessary to fruit trees 
in the Salt river valley, but to irriga- 
lionists who are aware of the evapora- 
tive powers of the Arizona sun a pro- 
tecting cover offers a solution of one of 
the most difficult problems which con- 
ront orange growers. Arizona oranges 
on the New York market this month 
December] brought the highest price 
ever known, but the crop was very 
short, less than half that of a year 
ago and not more than one-fourth as 
leavy as tbat of two rears previous 
tor the shortage the growers blame 
the excessive heat of the last sum- 
mer, and it is to guard against a repe- 
ition of buch a condition that they are 
preparing to cover their groves. 


The-plan is a simple one, elaborate 


only in its size. Poles will be put up 
in the oi-ch-irds, and on these will be 
strung heavy wires in parallel rows. 
Then will be cut the heavy willow 
brush, the variety known as the water 
tnotus. which grows from five to ten 
feet high along all the water courses 
of Arizona. These sticks will be laid j 
across the wires, \vitb spaces between j 
of from one-quarter to three-quarters 
of an inch, end thus form a roof which 


j will not keep out the sun entirely from 
the trees, but v.-ill break the fierce 
heat of the midday sun. Thereby the 
earth aboui the roots of the trees may 
bo kept moist by less frequent irriga- 
tion aad thus prevent the bard baking 
of tbe soil, which prevents the proper 
spread of the roots. 


Some time ago experiments were be- 


gun here in putting covers of canvas 
over orange trees, but that plan was 
abandoned because of the fact that 
the cloth covering kept ont too much 
of the sunshine. 


The work now in process in the 


Salt river valley is being watched 
closely by the officials at the govern- 
ment experiment stations at Pbenix 
and at Tucson. While in Arizona tbe 
roofing for the orchards is intended 
primarily as a protection from the sun, 
it will also serve to keep out the frost 
which sometimes comes. It has been 
customary in the orange countries to 
build at night low fires through the 
groves or to make smudges. 
These 


methods, however, have never proved 
satisfactory, and to provide a better 
fuel extensive experiments are being 
made at Senator TV. A. Clark's coal- 
fields at Gallup, N. M. Here it has 
been found that a composition made 
up of coal dust, held together by a 
small quantity of asphaltum, together 
with an equal amount of crude oil, ' 
provides an economical fuel which will 
give out strong aad steady beat and 
hold its fire for a long period. 
This 


composition is being made into bricks, 
which can be easily handled and plac- 
ed about the orchards. With the pro- 
tection of the roofs and the heat from 
these bricks of fuel it is believed have 
beea found the safeguards which -will 
do away with the obstacles which pre- 
vent in many localities the raising of 
citrus fruijs at a profit
